MINISTRY OF LABOUR 

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 2foth September, 1048 

No. LR 156(9). — In their Resolution dated the Btb April 1948 on Industrial 
policy, the Government of India stated that ono of their main objectives, via., 
the securing of the maximum increase in production, could not be achieved 
without ensuring the fullest co-operation between labour and management and 
the maintenance of stable and friendly relations between them. With this end 
in view Government approved of a Resolution passed by the Industries Con- 
ference in December last on the relations between labour and management 
which reads as follows:- — 

The system of remuneration to capital as well as labour must 

be so devised that, while in the interests of the consumers and 
the primary producers, excessive profits should bo prevented by 
suitable methods of taxation and otherwise, both will share the 
product of their common effort, after making provision for pay- 
ment of fair wages to labour, a fair return on capital employed in 
the Industry and reasonable reserves for the maintenance and 
expansion of the undertaking.” 

After stilting I hat labour’s 'share of the profits should bo on a sliding scale 
normally varying with production, Government announced their intention to 

f itablish machinery for advising them on fair wages, fair remuneration for 
i pita I and conditions of labour. 
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2. Tn pursuance of this decision, the Government of India have now decided

3. The main functions of the Council will be to advise Government on the 
measures to be taken to achieve their objectives as set forth in paragraph 0 
of the Resolution on Industrial Policy and, in particular, to evolve schemes-^ 

(1) for the determination of — 

(a) fail- wages to labour, 

(b) for the purpose of a profit-sharing scheme — 

(i) fair return on capital employed in the industry 

(iij reasonable reserves for the maintenance and expansion of the 
undertaking, 

(iiij labour’s share of the surplus profits, calculated on a sliding 
scale normally varying with production, .after provision has 
been made for (i) and (ii) above, and 

(C) the method by which labour could co-operate with employers in 
securing increase of production, and 

(2) for the regulation of the relations between employers and labour. 

4. In regard to (lj (b) above, the Council shall take, as a basis for discus- 
sion, the report of the Committee on Profit-Sharing appointed bv the Ministry 
of Industry and Supplv in their Resolution No. l(8)-43(36)14fl, ^atnd the 25fh 
Mnv 1948. 

5. In order to advise Government on other problems relating to the regu- 
lation. expansion, development and planning of industry with a view to secur- 
ing the expansion of production and greater industrialisation of the country 
as envisaged in paragraph 7 of the Government Resolution on Industrial Policy 
of the fith April 1948, a separate Central Advisory Council of Industries, whicli 
includes representatives of labour, has been established by Government’,

0. Th . 3 Central Advisory Council may resolve itself into several Committees, 
one for each major industry, and these Committees may, in turn, be split up 
into Bub- Committees dealing with specific questions relating to the industry, 
< 3 ,p., production, industrial relatious, wage lixation and distribution of profits. 
Eor this purpose the Council may, when necessary, appoint officials and non- 
officials, other than its own members, to the various Committees and Sub- 
-Committees

merce and Associations, the Director of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, the High Commissioner for India in Pakistan, Karachi, the Hign 
Commissioner for Pakistan in India, New Delhi, and the Secretary, Indian 
Tariff Board.
